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FIRE 





In their natural state horses are both gregarious and nomadic. Left 
to themselves they congregate in bands and prefer to range over wide 
areas, seeking food and shelter. Even after thousands of years of domesti- 
cation a group of horses allowed to roam together in a big field in winter 
and fed there, will stay fat on half the feed they would require if kept in 
stables. 

Except on ranches and on a few of the larger stud farms, however, 
horses to-day have to be more or less confined, in small paddocks and in 
stalls. For a few, who revert to their remote ancestors, such confinement 
means nothing but prison—they are never so happy as when they are turn- 
ed out. Most horses, however, associating their stalls with food, warmth, 
and care, come to regard them as havens of refuge. 

Whenever we confine a horse we also make him helpless and com- 
pletely dependent. By so doing we impose on ourselves, or should impose 
on ourselves, high standards of care. In most respects we attain these 
standards fairly well—we feed and water our horses with some regularity 
and keep them reasonably clean. But in one respect we fail—miserably. 

We fail to protect our horses against fire. Obviously small owners 
cannot be expected to build new fireproof stables. But they can stop 
smoking around stables, they can use non-inflamable bedding, they can 
install alarms and extinguishers, and they can be vigilant. What more 
horrible end could we contrive for our horses than to let them be burned 
to death or suffocated in stalls where we have confined them and from 
which they are powerless to escape? 

The situation is complicated by the fact that stalls mean home to most 
horses. Even when the stable is ablaze they will not leave them and, if 
led to safety, will dash back if they can, so that an automatic device to 
open stall doors at a given temperature is useless. This characteristic leads 
to particularly tragic fires at race tracks where there is no room for 
adjacent paddocks in which rescued horses can be temporarily confined 
while stable help run back to release others. The catastrophe at Marl- 
boro a few days ago was a sad case in point. 

Race tracks, on the other hand, have money to spend which small 
owners do not. Furthermore race track fires are notoriously disastrous,

not only because of the value of the 
animals involved, but because of the 
widespread and unfavorable publi- 
city which inevitably follows. There 
is now on the market a patented 
device for stalls which, instead of 
being an integral part of the stable, 
are separate boxes mounted on 
wheels and resting on trolley tracks, 
extending a safe distance away from 
the building, down which they will 
roll to safety when released elec- 
tronically. Considering present day 
prices of Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding stock, the device is not ex- 
pensive. And it is certainly by far 
the best mechanical method yet 
devised for protecting our horses 
against fire.

Exhibitors in every division were noth- 
ing short of magnificent. Over 100 classes 
were run from 9:00 A.M, to dusk. The 
time schedule went out the window. In 
order to run all the classes, many classes 
in the same division were run one after 
the other.

It is encouraging to note that the State 
Department, at long last, is introducing 
the element of glamour into our diplomacy.

The new look is being added to 
American - Russian relations by Mr. 
Joseph Thomas Cascarella. 

Though the public has been given to 
believe that Mr. Cascarella’s trip to 
Moscow is in the interest of Laurel’s 
Washington, D.C, International race, there 
must be more behind the excursion. 

Mr. Cascarella DOES look like the 
representative of aland of mink and money. 
It is true that he is an ambassador without 
portfolio, but he doesn’t need one, He wears 
a black Homburg as well as anyone on 
Pennsylvania Avenue or Downing Street. 
He also does well by a gray Homburg and 
snap brim or a baseball cap. He is elab- 
orately capitalistic. 

Recently, the Soviet Ministry of Agri- 
culture announced that the horses, Garnyr, 
winner of the Russian Derby, and Zaryad, 
runner-up in the race, would be allowed 
to see how much American money they can 
take out of the International. 

Mr. Yevgeni Dolmatov, the Hippodrome 
director - sort of a Chairman of the 
Jockey Club and Director of the TRA rolled 
into one - plans to come to America for 
the race. With him will be Jockeys Niko- 
lai Nasybov and Victor Kovalev, Trainer 
Nikolai Voarkov and Groom Nikolai Mara- 
khovsky. 

Mr. Cascarella has gone to Moscow to 
learn how to pronounce their names and 
acquire other pertinent data that will later 
be passed on to the American press. It 
will not surprise me to hear thatMr. Dol- 
matov and his grandfather watched the first 


Russian Derby - the one Alcibidovich won - 
from a droshky in the centerfield; that 
Nikolai Voarkov has saddled more winners 
than W. Hal Bishop, and that the Kazakh 
Racing Commission moved back the Pol- 
uostrovy Downs meeting to March 1 to 
avoid a date conflict with Bowie. 


Russian Reaction? 

Most interesting, however, will be 
Russia’s reaction toMr. Cascarella. Noth- 
ing so many-splendored has hit the country 
since the revolution. 

It may cause another one. 

Fastidious young commissars may be 
tempted to emulate Mr. Cascarella’s sar- 
torial magnificence. Russian girls - if 
any of them are permitted to look upon 
Mr. Cascarella - will realize that there 
is something better than the Communists’ 
drab existence. 

Just walking across Red Square, Mr. 
Cascarella should convince the Soviets 
that life can be a lot more beautiful than 
ever they dreamed, 

Russians are likely tobe a bit depress- 
ed, but they may be inspired as well. Mr. 
Cascarella’s blue greatcoat, with velvet 
collar, would seem to be beyond the reach 
of gents brought up under the one-party 
system, but it gives °em something to shoot 
at. 

Best of all of Mr. Cascarella’s attri- 
butes is his voice. Auditors are sure to 
be charmed and influenced by his euphon- 
ious inflections even though they don’t 
understand what he’s talking about. This 
is true in America, also, 

If Mr. Cascarella sings, the Russians 
will melt, and probably overthrow their 
rulers and ask to be made the 50th state. 
Besides beauty, personality and lavish 
haberdashery, Laurel’s executive vice- 
president has the ability to make wonder- 
ful music. 

He wiil soften *em up with ‘‘O Sole 
Mio’’, and thenrender ‘*‘Mother Machree”’, 
to have them hollering for first citizen- 
ship papers. 

When Mr. Cascarella leaves Russia, 
he’ll have his horses, all right, and he’ll 
have a large segment of the Soviet people 
on his side. 

When he gets those Russian lads to 
one of Laurel’s parties, they’ll know 
where Utopia is. 

Yes sir, the State Department is making 
progress.

Children’s Day 


A few days before this was written, an 
AP writer commenting on ‘‘Be Kind to 
Horses Week’’, quoted statistics tending 
to show that ‘‘old Dobbin” is onhis way out. 
Well, ‘‘old Dobbin’? may have passed from 
the scene, but not quality horses, as the 
AP writer would have found had he attend- 
ed the opening day’s session of the great 
Pennsylvania National Horse Show. For 
there are 808 horses in the entry list, of 
which 35 belong to International teams, 
and the rest to private exhibitors. 

And what’s more, many of the entries 
belong to children, thus assuring a mar- 
ket for the future, and allaying the fears 
of any horses who may have read the 
article. 

The size and scope of the children’s 
ambitions and interests can be measured 
by the fact that there were 72 eager young 
aspirants for the ASPCA Maclay class, all 
of whom put in good to very superior per- 
formances. Mrs. Edgar Scott, the equi- 
tation judge, must have had a tough time 
of it to determine the hairsbreadth de- 
cisions among the many excellent rounds 
before she pinned Donald B, Hebb, Jr., of 
Butler, Md., with the blue. A little lad 
from the Mexican National Equestrian 
Association, Leopoldo Izquierdo, placed 


second, after the two had changed mounts. 

There were 54 entries in the AHSA 
Medal class, hunter seat, won by George 
Saunders, Jr., North Caldwell, N. J., with 
Bobbie Gardner, Washington, D, C.,, plac- 
ing second, 

Miss Gardner’s fine pony mare, Moon 
Beam, 14 hands, won the combined Pony 
Working Hunter championship, while John- 
ny Cake, of Waverly Farms, Warrenton, 
Va., was reserve after a hackoff with two 
other ponies. The points in the division 
were widely scattered, due to the com- 
bination scoring. Thirty - seven ponies 
were entered in the over 13.0 hand divis- 
ion, and 28 in the 13.0 and under section, 

The Working Hunter stake for chil- 
dren’s horses had the almost incredible 
number of 62 horses competing for the 
Geormandy Farm Challenge trophy, pre- 
sented by Mr. and Mrs. George A. Ebel- 
hare, Pottstown. Winner in this large 
field of contenders was Wendy Wanamaker, 
Philadelphia, while Nick Pawlenko, Chi- 
cago, Ill., was second with Isgilde. Chil- 
dren’s Working Hunter (horses), with 
nearly as many entries, was captured by 
Red Bird, owned and ridden by Anne Wake- 
field, Wayzata, Minn. 

The children’s knock-down and out was 


amazing, in that out of the 30 horses en- 
tered, 24 had perfect rounds, to create one 
of the largest jump-offs in history. So the 
jump-off was scored as atouch-and-out to 
make it short. Thirteen-year-old Jerry 
Frankhouser, riding Mr. Chips, owned by 
Janet Hammond, of Atglen, Pa., was the 
only rider to make the 1l-jump course 
clean again on the jump-off to win the 
blue. Then with his own horse, The Face, 
Jerry made nine jumps before he dropped 
a barrier, to place second. His. nearest 
competitor was Frank Imperatore, Jr., 
Canonsburg, Pa., who made six on the 
jump-off, scoring third place with Aca- 
pulco, once a Mexican team mount. This 
was probably the most exciting event of 
Children’s Day, judging from the shriek- 
ing child spectators, who must have made 
up more than half of the capacity audience. 

While ‘‘Children’s Day” was officially 
over a few minutes before the evening 
session (there was no lunch hour, and no 
perceptible dinner break), it almost seem- 
ed like it was on again inthe final class of 
the evening, when young Wissie Mumma, 
Bethlehem, Pa., hardly out of the Junior 
classification, defeated a big field of vet- 
eran “‘pros” and amateurs to win the FEI 
Fault and Out for Open Jumpers, with her 
neat chestnut, Tarquin Jay. No more jubi- 
lant girl could have been found that night 
in that huge arena, At least tenhorses had 
tried and could make no more than two 
jumps, when Wissie came out and broke

Rose Tree’ 99th Year 

With entries light for the fall session 
of the club’s 99th consecutive year of 
racing, only a trio of starters went post- 
ward, Suffering a chipped shoulder bone 
from a spill earlier in the day, Joseph 
L. Aitcheson, Jr., was not aboard the 
reigning champion and Kenneth Field did 
the honors. Fresh from winning the pre- 
vious Saturday’s Blind Brook Trophy at 
Purchase, N. Y., George T. Weymouth’s 
Robinhurst was first away from the tape. 
Ridden by his trainer, Eugene Weymouth, 
Robinhurst led for 14 of the fences with 
the eventual winner in his wake, and the 
Millwood Farm’s March March trailing. 
Ridden by Crompton (Tommy) Smith, Jr., 
the latter seemed to sulk and refused 
the 7th jump while out of contention. 


Finally put over the fence, the mare was 
later pulled up when trying to refuse 
again, 

While the young rider from The Plains, 
Va., was contending with Mary March’s 
contrarious journey, Weymouth was at- 
tempting to move Robinhurst away from 
Grand Chal, without success. Calling upon 
his mount on approaching the L5th, Kenneth 
Field ‘got Grand Chal over a head in 
front. Leading over the 18th, Field looked 
back to see Robinhurst put in a big 
jump and pop his rider from the postage- 
stamp saddle. Following this Field played 
safe with his mount and jumped the 3 
remaining fences to register his 2nd 
victory of the day. Running over hard 
turf and not used in the latter stages, 
Grand Chal was timed in 6:24, 

Emulating his front-running of the 
previous Saturday when he captured the 
hurdle feature at the Blind Brook Turf 
& Polo’s Club’s meeting, C, Mahlon Kline’s 
Gridiron easily handled 4 competitors in 
the Foxcatcher Plate, a 2-mile brush 
handicap. Ably handled by Edwin Deveau 
and shouldering the 2nd highweight of 149 
pounds, Gridiron broke in front and made 
every one of the 12 brush jumps a winning 
one. Running 2nd throughout, Mrs. A. J. 
Smithwick’s Crag finished in that position, 
3 lengths behind the winner and a 1/2 
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lengths to the good of Thaddeus R, Trout’s 
*Chicago 2nd. Carrying the topweight of 
155 pounds, George T. Weymouth’s East- 
cor finished 4th, with Morris H, Dixon’s 
Flaw trailing throughout. The winner was 
timed in 3:33. 

As usual Rose Tree’s day of sport 
opened with a 6-furlong turf race for 
horses which are the property of land- 
owner’s in eastern Pennsylvania.

It is also the richest race in the 
world grossing over two hundred thousand 
dollars which is a lot of cabbage.

Maybe it isn’t quite as impor- 
tant to racing as the rich race, but it is 
pretty handy. This other attraction is a 
parimutuel machine which, all in one op- 
eration, will ‘‘wheel” your daily double 
selections. That means you can buy adaily 
double ticket on one animal in the first 
race combining him with each entry inthe 
second race. There is one such machine 
in the club house and one in the grandstand. 
Those machines are a boon if for no other 
reason than that they segregate the 
“‘wheelers”’ and keep out of the hair of the 
people who just want to make nice sensible 
bets on the daily double.

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SUBSTITUTE RACES 

That the management of Delaware 
Park is more interested in putting on good 
racing and in doing things for the overall 
benefit of the Thoroughbred industry, than 
it is in making a fast buck, is pretty much 
of an established and accepted fact. 

Well, here is one fine example of the 
Delaware attitude in action, In the 1958 
condition book, of which I happen to have 
a copy, covering the last ten days of 
racing for this season, there is, on page 
31, a policy statement on what happens 
when a race fails to fill. 

The policy is that not one but two sub- 
stitute races will be posted whena regular 
race fails to fill, Both alternatives will 
have the same conditions but one will bea 
sprint and the other will be at a mile or 
over. The longer race will carry the 
larger purse. The idea is to give more in- 
centive to run horses over a piece of 
ground, such being considered desirable 
from the standpoint of improving the 
breed, 

In the condition book it says that Dela- 
ware doesn’t want to interfere with train- 
ers’ methods of handling their horses, but 
it does want to give richer opportunities 
to those who have the skill and patience 
to train horses for the longer races. 

An example of how this works is the 
substitute race listed for the 45th day of 
racing at this meeting. 

‘Substitute Race - Purse $3,000, For 
Four-Year-Olds and upward Which Have 
Not Won Two Races Since April 15th. 
Weight 122 lbs. Non-winners since April 
15th, allowed 3 Ibs: in 1958, 6 Ibs. 
Claiming price, $5,000. One Mile and a 
Sixteenth. 

**Purse $2,500. Conditions same as 
above except weight 124 lbs., and distance 
Six Furlongs.‘‘ 

This policy deserves at least three 
resounding cheers. It is quite a relief 
from 130 pound limits and 1:09 three 
quarters by $2,500 claimers. R. J. Clark

FOREWORD 


Amazing, indeed was the story of Idy, 
the great Huntington township cow. I first 
heard the story in Waverly, Ohio, from a 
man who once owned most of Groady Hol- 
low up in the Huntington hills. Fhen, later, 
I heard the story over in Palmer Hollow 
from two mushroom hunters. That was 
late last April; then, just a few days ago I 
was fortunate enough to meet a man who 
was a distant cousin of the wife-of one of 
the Groady boys who raised and trained 
poor Idy to hunt foxes. He confirmed old 
man Hutt’s account; so, after interviewing 
as many old timers in the community as 
possible, I found there was little variation 
in the story except that the old natives of 
the vicinity claimed Idy chased and killed 
game .... for fun, while old Mr. Hutt felt 
certain she did these bloodthirsty deeds in 
genuine fits of anger. Inasmuch, it is 
without doubt, a true story, except for a 
few minor details or so, I have decided it 
is worth retelling. However, since I have 
kept exclusively to actual facts, my ver- 
sion is, of course, adull story. Therefore, 
I sincerely hope a real story-teller will 
come along one of these days and write a 
good story about Idy. She deserves it.

Copies 
may be purchased from the Society at 
Chillicothe.) 

One may not be able to make a silk 
purse out of a sow’s ear, but one can make 
an excellent fox hound out of a Jersey 
heifer. Or, at least, so I gather from re- 
collections of oldsters based on reliable 
tradition down in the Huntington township 
hills. Local oldtimers recall the story of 
Idy and proceed to convince you she was 
the greatest foxhound ever to lead a pack 
of hounds in that region, Idy was a Jersey 
cow who chased rabbits, foxes and occas- 
ionally a coon. However, except to chase 
rabbits she only hunted when she was able 
to join the hounds, Her mournful bellow, 
it was said, was equivalent to the noise of 
an entire pack of hounds; and, could be 
heard three times as far. There was no 
sleep or rest for anyone in this range of 
hills once Idy joined the hounds on a fox 
chase. 

Here’s how Idy became a fox hunter; 
when Idy was only a little three day old 
calf, her mother died, The Groady family 
that owned the farm had five boys ranging 
in age from four to eighteen years of age. 
The five boys owned eleven hounds; and, 
often the number increased to twenty 
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hounds,..... As little orphan Idy now had to 
be hand-fed she became quite a pet... just 
like one of the family and was accepted as 
a sister by all the boys and all the hounds. 
The only form of play or sport the boys 
knew or cared for was running with the 
hounds. So, Idy caught on quick and all 
day long, day after day, she ran with the 
hounds, mostly after rabbits. Soon, she 
could run down a rabbit all by herself. 
Her speed was terrifying and on short 
distances she could easily outrun any of 
the hounds. 

Idy could trail by sight or scent. But 
usually she ran with tail erect and with 
nose to trail. She could pivot and turn 
like a ballet dancer. Those old enough to 
remember seeing her running a fox scent in 
the light of the moon on a moonlight night 
say it was a wonderful sight to behold... 
that in many ways she resembled a gigantic 
hound and left the onlooker with a weird 
feeling of unreality. Rabbits, she killed by 
the hundreds.... perhaps “‘just for the 
hell of it” as one oldtimer said, Idy would 
grab a rabbit on the run, sink her teeth 
in the poor creature, and like a hound 
shake the life out of it. She never ate 
rabbits...just killed them. 

And, due to her constant training her 
endurance was unbelievable; being able to 
run all night on a fox chase and return in 
the morning looking like the Devil but in 
no worse shape than the hounds, She could 
jump any fence in the hills; and hill 
climbing was for her, as easy as for a 
goat. She could soar over aravine with the 
ease of an eagle. As Idy reached adult- 
hood her appearance wasn’t anything to 
brag about (not from a cowman’s view- 
point) in fact she resembled some of the 
lanky, smelly, angular, horsey types of 
human women we have met with in this 
century; who would rather mess around 
horses, stables and dogs than they would 
to keep house. 

Now, most of all, Idy loved fox-hunting 
by night. Once the pack had started and 
Idy with them, everyone within miles 
knew it. The Groady boys were proud of 
her too, Even the hills seemed to care 
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for Idy. So, as month after month these 
night chases continued, more and more 
hounds joined the pack ‘til it seemed by 
the time Idy was three years old every 
hound in the hills was a member of Idy’s 
pack, She was leader of the pack now, 
without any doubt and al! the hounds and 
men knew it. 

However, all the women folks in the 
entire region were “‘getting enough of it”’ 
as they often expressed it...too many 
sleepless nights were being endured by 
too many exasperated women...none ofthe 
women seemed able to get a bit of enjoy- 
ment out of listening to a good fox chase. 

It was getting so everyone slept by day 
and listened to and talked of Idy’s pack by 
night; too little work was being done and 
the community was going to thedogs, fast. 
Of course, no one talked of shooting Idy... 
for who on earth in a hill settlement 
would even think of shooting a géod fox- 
hound, In fact, Idy was thought of, inthese 
parts, as a foxhound,...never, NEVETees.as 
a cow. Eventhe Groady family was starving 
and finally had to be sold out. An auction 
sale took place and everything including 
Idy and the hounds was sold. After the sale 
the entire Groady family moved to Texas 
but when they left...unpaid debts were left 
behind, Who bought Idy?? I have been unable 
to find out. However, we do know that after 
having several owners...(probably brief 
ownerships, because who would want Idy, 
aS a COW..enot fit for meat...no good as a 
milker and likely a general nuisance)... 
she finally wound up on a farm up in 
Madison county, where one night she broke 
down a barn door, two farmyard gates and 
jumped three fences to join a passing pack 
of hounds on the scent of a coon, A couple 
days later her lifeless body was found 
under a large hollow tree. Some weeks 
later it came out that the hunters following 
this pack of hounds were all drunk....‘‘a 
bunch of city fellers” one old farmer said. 
One hunter more drunk than the rest shot 
poor Idy down in her tracks. I have been 
told the murderer was a lawyer from 
Springfield. Others say it was a tooth 
doctor from Columbus. 
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Thursday, October 9th, 1958 - As the 
Field arrived at Funk’s Gate at 8:00 A.M., 
instead of lifting, the fog seemed to settle 
more densely than ever. A wait of some 30 
minutes didn’t help, so hounds moved off 
to the first draw, Lawrence’s Wood, By 
now the fog was so thick and the visibil- 
ity so poor that the hunt staff had to 
search for the covert. Hounds seemed 
to have a cold line through the wood and 


adjoining orchard, but worked up to their 
fox in the Funk Dog Kennel Wood and 
really drove him away from there into 
Riggins. Actually there must have been 
2 foxes on foot for about 4 couples 
swung wide of the line of the main pack 
and actually never did come on, although 
in the fog one couldn’t hear them and 
assumed that they had caught up with the 
main pack. Running with lovely cry and 


well together hounds raced on thru’ 
Groff*’s, where the fox made a sharp 
right handed swing into Adams’ and 


straight on to Wickersham’s Hollow. In 
this large covert, with its steep ravines, 
sounds were muffled in the fog and the 
pack came close to getting away from us. 
However, Ray Hayes faintly heard lead 
hounds in Cox’s. Catching up in this 
covert hounds hunted like a pack of 
beagles on a cotton tail. Our fox had a 
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herd, back into Cox’s, out the east end 
of the covert by Dr. Hazzard’s house, 
thru’ the Mitchell thicket. On almost 
to the ball diamond, then back by the 
Mitchell house, almost back to the main 
covert, but swung south towards the Sibbitt 
house. At the cement road, Route 82, 
our fox turned back thru’ the Kleberg 
cattle to re-enter Cox’s Woods. Here 
hounds worked up to him, got him well 
up on his legs and drove him out the 
north side of the covert to ground north 
of Mr. & Mrs. Edgar Scott Jr.’s house. 

This was one hour and thirty-five 
minutes of beautiful hound work with 
plenty of jumping and enough galloping 
to hold everyone’s interest. As hounds 
marked their fox to ground, the sun 
broke through the fog, the fog melted 
away and the temperature shot up several 
degrees. It was time to call it a day,

This yedr’s Piping Rock show could 
boast of its best group of green horses in 
many a year. Even the green model had 18 
showing and not only was the group at- 
tractive but it numbered quite a few good 
jumpers. George W. Clarkson’s owner- 
ridden Ace of Diamonds established an 
early lead by winning the model and hack 
and was able to hold it although he didn’t 
do too well in his later classes. Green- 
court Stables’ Cold Climate improved 
his position consistently for rider Sue 
Burke and finally won the stake and the 
reserve. 

Green working hunters were just love- 
ly and, with so many good perfomers, 
ribbons were widely distributed. Once 
again the hack was the margin of 
difference. Starting out winning the hack 
and ending up winning the stake but with 
not too much in between, Overhead Stables’ 
Sugartown gained the title for owner Mrs. 
Edward Hogan. The well mannered gelding 
had been a wedding present from her father 
**Mickey”® Walsh. A three way tie for re- 
serve resulted between Ginantonic, Sky- 
sweeper and Red Carpet. The award 
logically went to Miss Nannie C, Fred’s 
entry Skysweeper since he had placed 
third in the hack while the others were 
out of the money. 

Many of the tricolor awards depended 
on the stake results and performances 
which, except for the working were rather 
below par. Winning the stake meant the 
hotly contested working title for Naute 
Mia and rider Gordon Wright. It gave him 
13 points to 12 for Duffy Stables’ Tourist 
Encore who had a poor round and wasn’t 
called. 

The conformation horses did not offer 
too much as there were only six of them. 
The Duke of Paeonian established and early 
lead for rider Betty Beryl Schenk which 
he held even after Pike’s Peak started to 
get warmed up and won the last couple of 
classes for rider Mrs. Edward Hogan, 
Pike’s Peak retired the Homer B. Gray 
Trophy for lady’s hunters. 

The first jumper class was a clear 
indication of what was to come. Harry 
DeLeyer had to go three clean rounds 
with his remarkable Snowman to win the 
PHA to beat Diamant who had one fault 
on the last fence of his third round for 
Frank Chapot. The equestrianteam horse, 
showing under owner Miss E, R. Sear’s 
name, had been flown in from Europe a 
day or so previous to the show. It looked 
like Miss Sears’ horses were going to be 
just too much for the others as Ksar 
d‘Esprit won the F.E.lI, fault and out over 
Andante. Both horses had jumped the 
same number of fences but Dave Kelley 
had forgotten to jump anextra fence to 
have the time taken, Then Diamant had 
his measure taken once again by Snowman 
in the first event of Blitz when they were 
the only two clean.

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The Norwegian Dun 


Norway celebrated (June, 1958) the fact 
that the country’s famous Fjord horses 
have been recognized as a registered 
breed for 100 years. 

The largest group of Norwegian Fjord 
Horses in the United States, 10 innumber, 
is owned by the Broadmoor Hotel Stables 
in Colorado Springs, Colorado. They are 
used by the Broadmoor Hotel Stables for 
show exhibitions, as an attraction at the 
annual rodeos held in Spencer Penrose 
Stadium on the hotel grounds, and to 
provide coach rides for hotel guests. 

A familiar sight in the area is a state- 
ly Concord coach (one of the earliest and 
finest coaches used in this country), or 
Buffalo Bill’s original custom-made coach 
being pulled by six of these sturdy little 
horses around the Broadmoor and Chey- 
enne Mountain foothills area. The coaches 
and surreys drawn by these horses are a 
part of the Broadmoor Carriage House 
Museum collection which is a fascinating 
array of saddles, harnesses, riding ac- 
cessories and horse drawn vehicles, re- 
stored to their original splendor and dis- 
playea in a building on the hotel grounds. 
The carriages date back to a C Spring 
Victoria built by Brewster in 1862 and 
include elegant Spider Phaetons, Brough- 
mans, English gigs, etc., as well as the 
western stagecoaches, 

The Broadmoor Hotel Stables plans to 
increase its head of Norwegian Duns, as 
the Fjord horses are called, by breeding 
and hopes to have some success with foals 
next spring. In Norway the breeding of the 
Fjord horse is subsidized by the govern- 
ment. In all probability the Fjord horse 
was the original and only horse in Norway. 
At present breeding is common in the 
counties from Telemark in the south to 
Finnmark in the north. The most import- 
ant breeding districts are the four western 
counties of Rogaland, Hordaland, Sogn og 
Fjordane and More og Romsdal. Almost 
all breeders in these districts are mem- 
bers of the breeder’s guild and approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of all foals born have 
a guild-stallion as sire. 

The color of the Fjord horse is fair 
beige or dun colored in various shades. 
The dun color is considered to be an 
original horse color as it is found also 
in the Central Asiatic wild horse. There 
are several shades of the dun color: 
brown-dun, red-dun, grey, pale-dun, and 
yellow-dun, The brown-dun is the most 
common color group and is most prized 
by breeders, The dun colored horses have 
a dark middle layer in mane, front-lock 
and tail, and a dark stripe along the back, 


Their legs have dark cross-stripes. 


They usually run in size from 13.3 


to 14,3 hands and weigh from 900 to 1100 
pounds. They have a well shaped head 
with a broad flat forehead, big eyebrows, 


big eyes, and a sharp cheekridge. The 


head is rather long, but rarely coarse. 


They have small ears placed rather far 
apart. The neck is short but well raised 
and the withers somewhat round. The back 
is of medium length, but with well develop- 
ed lions. The outer corner of the hip is 
rather far forward as compared with the 
inner corner. This makes the croup 
narrow, but it also makes the horses 
strongly coupled. The legs are clean and 
the fetlocks relatively free of hair. 
Most of these horses are of good temper, 
and are thrifty and easily fed. The most 
important quality of the Fjord horse as 
a work horse is its surefootedness in 
difficult terrain. The Norwegian Duns 
have also shown excellent qua ties as a 
pack horse and have been us’ as such 
from ancient times,

Genesee Valley Colt 


Certainly the second day of the annual 
Genesee Valley Breeders Association Colt 
Show was the biggest in years, the year- 
ling classes saw some twenty entries and 
the classes under saddle had many more 
than the usual few. Quality was there too 
right along with the increased quanity. 

In its 43 years this show has seen 
some remarkable changes. Originally the 
show was a small local affair so that the 
farmers and stable owners could exhibit 
their horses. Of course most of the entries 
were draft or driving mares who were 
bred to Thoroughbred stallions or the get 
of this combination. Demands for a finer 
type horse have resulted in less and less 
of the half-bred variety and more than 
double the Thoroughbred type. This show 
is one of the few in America as there 
are a minimum of under saddle classes, 
the rest is exclusively for young horses. 

Saturday was mare and foal day. Nine 
stallions are now in the Valley and the 
foals paraded were by many of these 
horses. Again the Thoroughbred dominated 
the scene. One of the most interesting 
classes of the day was the Manners class 
in which the foals are asked to perform. 
The offsprings are lead away from their 
dams, all four feet are picked up and the 
foal is expected to return quietly back to 
position, Sometimes it is obvious that the 
foal has no idea of what to do bui more 
often each demonstration is a shining ex- 
ample of how nicely these Valley horses 
are handled. 

On the second day the weekly rains 
came so showing conditions were not 
ideal but many a good looking horse was 
exhibited in between the heavy showers, 
The show started with the parade of local 
Stallions, eight of them came into the ring, 
all of them in splendid condition and a 
credit to the Valley breeding program. 
Thirteen entries showed up for the Suit- 
able class for five year olds and under. 
This was a first show for the majority 
of entries but there were few antics or 
lack of discipline. As the age of the horses 
went up there was an appreciable decrease 
in entries which seems to indicate that 
the Valley’s turnover of young stock is 
large. M.K.

Under the ‘‘Cross-County-Only Horses” 
we learn: Little Fella- ‘*Has turn of 
speed” and Nutmeg - ‘‘Has the stuff, may 
turn the trick’’,

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Wiesbaden-Bierstadt Horse Show 


Lt. John Brooks Kelly 
(Medical Service Corps, United States Army) 


Wiesbaden-Bierstadt, Germany, 20-21 
September 1958, During the past two days 
I have been at a horse show conducted 
at the above dateline. Throughout this 
period two facts have presented them- 
selves to this American observer at a 
European horse show. First, I have found 
that whether it be Warrenton, Marlbor- 
ough, the Garden or Wiesbaden, Germany, 
horse show people are the same the 
world over. They have the same heart- 
aches, the same troubles, the same 
pleasures - they are, in short, ‘‘horse 
people.” Second, no matter where they 
may be, horse shows too are the same 
the world over. Each horse show manager 
has the same difficulties, and each man- 
ager has the same deep satisfaction over 
a show well done. 

When I arrived on the scene at the 
**Reit und Fahrturnier’’ in Bierstadt, my 
first impression was that of, at long last, 
having returned home, Here I was, after 
over two years of being in every corner 
of the States and Europe as a member 
of the United States Army. Each sound 
and smell and picturesshouted HORSE 
SHOWII! 

As I passed through the gate, not as 
an owner, or rider, or reporter as was 
my habit prior to Army duty, but rather as 
a spectator, I looked around and saw many 
familiar sights. The price of admission 
was reasonable, Deutsch Mark 1,50 - 35 
cents, with 50 pfennigs - 12 cents fora 
program. Quite reasonable when you con- 
sider that in the States the price would 
have been $1.00 or more for admission 
and from 0-50 cents for a program prize 
list. 


German Hot Dogs 

On my right, as I continued in the gate, 
was the refreshment stand. Not exactly 
as in the States because here we found 
that the hot dogs were called “bratwurst” 
- an epicurean delight that ranges up to 
eight inches in length and an inch or more 
in diameter, The familiar red color was 
gone and in its place we found a golden 
brown as the result of roasting a whitish- 
gray ‘‘wurst” over a hot fire. And you 
don’t eat them in quite the same manner 
as you would an Amercan “‘red hot dog.” 
Instead you receive it on a paper plate 
along with a delightful ‘‘brotchen” (hard 
roll) and a dab of mustard which causes 
you to reach quickly for a drink after 
sampling it. To consume this masterpiece 
you first take the “‘wurst”, dip it in 
mustard, take a bite of it, then a bit of 
**brotchen’’, Then you settle down to pure 
pleasure. 

There are other differences at the re- 
freshment stand. Instead of just coke and 
beer, we find cognac, red or white wine, 
beer, “‘citrons” (lemonades), ‘‘orang’’, 


(orangeade), Coca Cola, coffee, tea, or 
milk. Cognac can be just what the doctor 
ordered on a cold, rainy day in Ger- 
many. 


Permanent Grounds 

Once on the grounds, I found that both 
the main ring and the stands were per- 
manent. Also the public address system 
was permanent, one of the reasons for 
its excellence. High over the ring were 
large flood lights, both on well placed 
poles on the edges of the oval ring and 
on wires strung high above the ring. This 
proved to be an excellent lighting system 
for the night show which began at 19

hours (7 o’clock) and ended at 24 hours 
(midnight). 

After locating a good seat inthe stands 
I opened my program to find the*entire 
entry list, well over 140 entries, on one 
of the first pages. Along with the name of 
the horse we found the standard physical 
information and the name of the owner 
and rider. Each class also had thé list 
of entries for that class listed beneath 
the specifications for the class. Thus it 


was most simple to know all there was to- 


know regarding a particular class and the 
horses therein. 


Waldspringen Klasse 
Typical was the ‘‘Waldspringen Klasse 
L”, a class of some fourteen jumps rang- 
ing from wooden walls, hog backs, triple 
bars, banks (both a jump up and a jump 
down), to chicken coops covered with sod, 
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and a water jump. Some, such as the gate 
type single bar, etc., were movable; 
others, such as the water and the bank, 
were permanent fixtures. This particular 
class was a timed event which required 
each contestant to clear each jump - in 
any order he or she chose. On this fourteen 
jump course the winner had a time of 48 
seconds - very fast in any country. At the 
conclusion of the event a German band, 
which is an institution in its own right, 
struck up a martial air of triumph and 
the winners rode out. They drew up ina 
line, abreast, in the center of the ring 
and with a flourish from the trumpets 
they were awarded the prizes: First 
place a gold ribbon; second place a pale 
violet ribbon; third a white ribbon; fourth 
fifth, and sixth a greenribbon. All winners 
received either a trophy or a cash prize. 
After the awarding of prizes the winners 
flashed around the ring, once abreast and 
once in file in the order of precedence. 

And so it went during the course of the 
Show. I found that the age old system of 
using a blackboard to dispatch each entry 
into the ring was tobe found inthe paddock 
at the in-gate. I found that many times two 
classes were held simultaneously, to con- 
serve time. I found too a schooling ring - 
even a few “‘poling’® bars. I found many 
American military owners and riders 
laughing with, and seriously discussing 
with their Western European counterparts, 
the various phases of horses and shows. 
And most of all I found a horse show - 
3,500 miles due east from Tidewater 
Maryland.

Commissioners: 

At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee, at Unionville, Pennsylvania, it 
was voted that Committee members of the 
seventy-two member clubs must hold a 
meeting for the election of officers between 
October 1 and November 30 of each year. 
In thisway the officers will be correctly 
listed in the Annual Report, as each 
District Commissioner will be asked to 
send in an article and a listing of the 
member club to the National Secretary 
before January 1. These meetings should 
be representative groups, including the 
local Committee; it is suggested that 
some or all of the parents ofthe Pony Club 
members be invited, depending on the set- 
up of the clubs. Regional Supervisors are 
to be invited to such meetings. 

It is to be remembered that, to be in- 
vited to the Annual Meeting, in New York 
on January 30, 1959, District Commis-

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sioners and Secretaries must be Sustain- 
ing Members. The meetings have become 
so large that guests cannot be invited. 
Sustaining Membership is $5.00 a year, 
payable January 1, and tax - deductible. 

Regional Supervisors will shortly be 
asked for the reports on clubs under their 
supervision, and the National Secretary 
will be asking for material for the Fourth 
Annual Report, Please reply promptly, and 
do not make them write to you more than 
once. Like you, and everyone else connect- 
ed with the Pony Clubs, they do all their 
work for love of the Pony Clubs; and, like 
you, they are hard pressed for time. 

The Teela Wooket Instructors’ Course, 
under the guidance of Captain T. Fred 
Marsman, Colonel Howard C, Fair, and 
the able Teela Wooket staff, was a great 
success. Fifteen Pony Clubs were re- 
presented, with thirty candidates; the 
teaching, the discussions, the exchange of 
ideas, were all extremely valuable. It is 
hoped that the course can be of ten days’ 
duration, for those who wish it, next year; 
and also that each candidate may be re- 
sponsible for the care of a particular 
horse throughout the course. Please be 
thinking of people from your Club whom 
you would like to have attend - keeping it 
in mind that they will come back and in- 
struct others in the things that they have 
learned, 

The course will be planned so that 
there will be instruction in equitation in 
the morning ride, and plenty of teach- 
ing practice in the afternoon one. The 
candidates should be well screened, as it 
holds back the course to conduct a ride 
with people who are in too elementary a 
stage. It is hoped that the United States 
Pony Clubs will be able to offer a scholar- 
ship in each Region for an A, B, or Asso- 
ciate candidate for the course. For the ten 
days, tuition is expected to be $90.; it will 
still be possible to come for only a week, 
if desired. 

You have probably read in The 
Chronicle - our official publication - the 
reports of the excellent Fourth National 
Rally, and of the Regional ones, From all 
accounts, every one was a great success, 
and the amount of hard work and planning 
that went into them was a wonderful thing. 
At the National there were four individual 
A’s and Associates riding; four B Teams; 
and five C Teams. The Wayne DuPage 
Hunt Pony Club did a superlative job. 
Everyone had a perfectly splendid time; 
and tremendous improvement was noted 
in all phases of Pony Club training and 
competition, Plans are being made for the 
Fifth National Rally; these will be pre- 
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sented at the Annual Meetingin January. 
The idea of moving the site of the National 
Rally, to give as many clubs as possible 
a chance to compete over the years seems 
to be working out very well; some of the 
teams came as far as 1000 miles to the 
National this year. 

Many other things are worthy of 
mention. The Green Mountain Horse 
Association’s Three-weeks’ Combined 
Training Center, followed by a Three- 
day event; fully half of the participants, 
including the winner, were older Pony 
Club members or officials. The Upper 
Valley Pony Club’s clinic, at C and D 
level, which attracted 72 entrants. The 
camping trips which the Santa Cruz County 
Pony Club and the Deep Run Hunt Pony 
Club put on, The widespread use of A and 
B and Associate Pony Clubbers in all 
of the Rallies, as assistant judges, as 
scorers, as helpers of all kinds, and their 
use as instructors in a great many of the 
clubs. New moving pictures, on which 
George Cole Scott will in a few weeks 
send each club a bulletin, The article call- 
ed ‘‘Horse in the House’’, which appeared 
in the Sunday supplement ‘‘This Week’ 
and precipitated over a hundred letters, 
mostly from children - these being 
answered by the ever faithful Regional 
Supervisors, who know their areas so 
well, The registering of eight new mem- 
ber clubs since the Annual Report came 
out - a club in Ohio and one in Austin, 
Texas, bringing the number of states

Littauer Article 


Dear Sir: 

In your September 19th issue you 
printed an article by Mary Aiken Littauer 
to which I would like to reply - 

“Does winning by one second, or by 
even a few seconds, over another horse 
which otherwise would have gone clean 
prove that one horse or rider or some- 
times even one nation is better than 
another?” 

In answer to this question I would 
say “‘Yes!”’ It is through planning care- 
fully your course; having the proper style 
and speed between, as well as over the 
jumps; and maintaining full co-ordination 
between horse and rider that makes these 
seconds count. Over a well-made course 
the rider who constantly pulls his horse 
around corners with an inside rein; who 
is not using his legs and hands with

tack; or who is not with his horse - very 
seldom has a clear round and much less 
the fastest time. 

One sees constantly the big powerful 
“feiephant” in the jumping classes where 
time doesn’t count - approaching a fence 
with no way of going, jumping straight 
up - straight down, but somewhat mirac- 
ulously clearing the obstacle by several 
inches with no speed. The majority of 
these horses have felt more than one 
pole or ‘“‘hot’ wire on their legs while 
schooling behind the scenes. What does 
the layman know of that? 

Back to the time element where time 
is of the essence - the horse must also 
gain ground over his fences as well as 
around the turns. Thus he must jump in 
stride with just enough effort to clear 
the obstacle, using his head, neck, and 
back to full advantage. 

Granted, it takes more time and effort 
to school a horse this way, but the 
results are rewarding and consistently 
good! 

I, for one, would like to see many 
more F.E.I, and International type classes 
throughout the horse show circuits.

Dear Sir: 

Quite interested in something I saw 
in the ‘‘Clubhouse Trun” part of your 
8 August issue. It bore the signature of 
R, J. Clark, and was headed ‘‘Over the 
10,000 Mark”. The man seems to have 
two problems which beset him. 

One is that the number of foal regis- 
trations will exceed 10,000 for 1956 and 
that the TRPB will thus be forced to 
tattoo not five, but six digits under the 
upper lips of the higher-numbered unfor- 
tunates. Not so. Lets say that the 1956 
crop registers 10,001 foals, for which 
the letter is ‘‘N”. Registry number 
10,000 will then be NOO00. The next 
registration gets his letter moved one 
space to the right, so that his (or her) 
number will be ONOO1, and so on. 

The TRPB has probably already thought 
of this. It won’t be any more original with 
them than it is with me; the Army had the 
same system when it put Preston brands 
on the necks of all its government property, 
when it had such property in profusion, in 
the way of horses and mules. 

Also, Mr. Clark is worrying about what 
will happen when the 27th year of regis- 
tration arrives, and they runout ofletters, 
which should be, according to my cal- 
culations, about 1969, Let us not be naive.

There was a sudden hush as the huge 
gates of the National Guard Armory show 
ring swung open. The President of the 
United States sat with fixed attention, 
watching the U. S. Army Band march 
proudly in, carrying with it the rousing 
strains of ‘‘As the Caissons Go Rolling 
Along’. It was one of the truly big mo- 
ments of the Washington International 
Horse Show, the Parade of International 
Jumping Teams. 

The first of the three teams tc enter the 
ring was that of Germany; four sensational 
riders on four of the most magnificent 
jumpers in the world, The team, composed 
of Hans Guenther Winkler, 1956 Olympic 
Equestrian Games titlist, Fritz Theide- 
mann, 1958 European Champion, Herman 
Shridde, and Alfons Luetke-Westhues, had, 
until this night, won every international 
event of the show and threatened to make 
it a clean sweep inthe next and final class. 
Fritz Theidemann is undoubtedly one of 
the greatest riders ever to come to this 
country and it was no surprise to anyone 
when he was later presented with the In- 
ternational Individual Grand Championship 
Trophy. His teammate, Hans Winkler, 
took his place in the spotlight just behind 
Theidemann when he came in to receive 
an equally well-earned reserve award. 
Proud indeed they must have been as the 
Germans saluted the President and then 
stood at attention as the second team enter- 
ed the ring. 

There was one man who must have 
watched the entrance of this, the Mexican 
Team, with a thousand memories and a 
thousand hopes - namely, Brig. General 
Humberto Marilese Mariles’ victories 
on the same horses then entering the ring 
would fill a book, but this time the great 
man was unmounted; instead he was watch- 
ing two of his own children, Vicki, 16, and 
Humberto, Jr., 18, along with the 23-year- 
old captain, Roberto Vinals, ride to their 
places before the President. Mariles has 
been grounded, perhaps for good, but even 
if he never competes again his knowledge 
and skill will live in the minds and hands 
of the members of his team. They have 
been endowed with his will to win and with 
the unbeatable combination of their deter- 
mination and his guidance, the Mexican 
Team will no doubt soon be as great a 
threat as ever inthe realms of internation- 
al competition. 

And now the third team came through 
the gates, riders from the United States. 
So far, Frank Chapot, Jeb Wofford and 
Sandra Phipps had, between them, only 
managed to capture one third and one 
fourth. Worse than that, Frank Chapot had 
the night before taken one of the ugliest 
spills ever seen by exhibitors, After having 
ridden Springboard over the long and dif- 
ficult course in faultless style, Chapot had 
ended in a terrible tangle of reins, poles, 
and flailing hooves. It seemed a miracle 


that he ever got up again. But perhaps as 
he stood before the President this night 
his aching muscles forgot their stiffness, 
for in the class to come Chapot was to put 
in one of the best performances of the show. 

Perhaps this is the ideal spot to say 
something of the ring crew. Probably when 
the show began many of those men had 
never seen a jump, with the result that 
they began by being a bit slow. However, 
by the end of the five days, they worked 
like clockwork, with an enthusiasm typical 
of the entire show. Everyone - exhibitors, 
spectators, directors, judges, as well as 
the ring crew, seemed to be infected with 
the exciting knowledge that something new 
and wonderful had taken place in Washing- 
ton. The one request that was expressed 
over and over again was that the show be 
held next year. 

Well, the final class began and, as be- 
fore, the Germans seemed certain to be 
the victors. Hans Winkler had clean per- 
formances on both Halla and Sonnenglanz, 
two of the magnificent horses typical of all 
those on the team. Both are out of the 
same Thoroughbred mare by different 
trotting horse stallions and both are over 
17 hands. But for all their enormity, they 
are superbly graceful and jump with a 
quietness and ease that is beautiful to 
watch. Compared to them, the Mexican 
horses look like scurrying ponies. It is 
hard to believe that they can pop up high 
enough to clear any of the stiff open fences. 
They can and do however, and on this 
night, 14 de Agosto popped right onup into 
the ribbons over Hans Winkler on Halla. 


Chapot’s Triumph 

Frank Chapot on Trail Guide, the best 
of the American jumpers and one who 
represents a third and typically Thor- 
oughbred type of horse, had beenclear the 
first trip, and, to the tumultuous joy of 
the crowd, had gone clean again the second 
time. So now it was between Hans Winkler 
on Sonnenglanz and Frank Chapot on Trail 
Guide. Winkler went first and finished the 
course with 4 faults and a time of 55 
seconds, When Chapot came into the ring, 
you could have heard the proverbial pin 
drop. The silence was broken only once by 
a sigh of disappointment as Trail Guide 
dropped a rail, marking up 4 faults, With 
time now the all important factor and less 
than half the course to go, Chapot turned 
on the speed. Then the crowd went wild and 
quieted long enough to hear the announcer 
say ‘‘54 seconds”. At last the Americans 
had come through in a burst of determin- 
ation, skill and glory - the International 
Classes were over. 


Parade of Champions 
And now came the parade of champions. 
The top two horses. of each division came 
in to receive their trophies wearing all the 
ribbons they had won during the show. First 
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in line was Cappy Smith’s Witchcraft, un- 
usual looking enough at any time, but 
truly outstanding with his bridle such a 
mass of ribbon that he could hardly seel 
Witchcraft, a 16.2 skewbald gelding by 
Bonne Nuit out of aStepinfetchit mare, has 
proved unmistakable in both performance 
and conformation throughout the season, 
This show was certainly no exception as 
he handily captured the green conformation 
hunter title over a field-of top horses, in- 
cluding George Clarkson’s lovely Ace of 
Diamonds, which was reserve. 

Next in the line of champions was a 
Templeton Stables entry, Cameda, which 
was shown by the inimitable Bobby Burke. 
Bobby, with his typical flare for doing 
everything just a little bit differently, had 
put one of Cameda’s many ribbons in the 
bay gelding’s taill As Bobby accepted the 
conformation hunter trophy, it was an- 
nounced that the 8-year-old gray Silver- 
miner, newly purchased from Chinquapin 
Farm by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Mahler of 
Tryon, N. C,, had garnered enough points 
to earn the reserve ribbon, 

The next announcement was for the 
green working hunter victors; out of 32 
top young horses from 26 different stables, 
the entry of Mr. and Mrs. RobertC, Egan, 
a 16-hand gray named Blue Monday was 
judged the champion, 

Then Miss Betty Reynolds was called 
into the ring to receive another coveted 
award; she had already been presented 
with the V. H, S, A. Equitation champion- 
ship; this time she was given the reserve 
green working hunter honors on Miss 
Anne Lattimore’s Sis. 

The last of the hunter titles, that for 
the regular working hunters, went toSaxon 
Woods Farm’s Naute Mia, ridden in all 
the classes of the 35 horse division by the 
well known author and teacher, Gordon 
Wright. Close behind Mr. Wright came 
Miss Peggy Augustus’ Little Sailor to 
carry home the reserve ribbon. 

Everyone loves a “‘rags to riches” 
story and that of Mr. Harry deLeyer’s 
Snowman could only be described as that. 
When the little gelding, the final horse in 
the parade of champions, came into the ring 
even the most hardened professional must 
have smiled a little. You see, Snowman 
was found ina New York shooting house and 
was saved only by Mr. deLeyer’s check 
for $80.00, This season, as if to repay his 
owner, Snowman carried him to either the 
championship or the reserve inevery show 
in which he was entered, As Mr. deLeyer 
was unable to be at the Washington show, 
so the irons were filled by the very capable 
Dave Kelley. Snowman was not champion, 
but he was reserve to Mr. Carl Miller, 
Jr.’s Windsor Castle and thus, Mr. Kelly 
said, had cinched the P.H.A., title. 


And so, with the exit of Snowman, the 
show was over. The spectators slowly filed 
out, their heads filled with visions of 
spectacular jumper classes, the many 
flawless exhibitions of dressage by the 
lovely Liselott Lisenhoff, whose beautiful 
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Friday, October 24, 1958 


Monarchist performed each afternoon and 
evening for an enthralled audience, the 
colorful showing of various packs of hounds 
from surrounding hunts, and what was for 


4many a first glimpse of the President of 


the United States. Perhaps he too will be 
back next year.

MONMOUTH’S RICHEST 

President Amory Haskell, of Monmouth 
Park, has announced that in 1959 the Sap- 
ling Stakes for 2-year-olds will carry 
$100,000 minimum gross value which will 
make it the richest event to be run at that 
track, It is being changed from an allow- 
ance stake to a Futurity type race. 
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Horses are subject to many trifling 
complaints and illnesses not readily 
understood by the ignorant. Accordingly it 
was felt that the horse was particularly 
liable to the effects of being over-looked 
by the ‘evil eye.” Even today in some 
rural districts, if a horse is found in the 
morning in a sweat the animal is said to 
have been ‘pixy-ridden,’ meaning that the 
pixies have taken him out of the stable 
and raced him all over the country during 
the night. 

It is the first glance of the ‘evil eye’ 
that causes the mischief, and as the eye 
is attracted by anything bright and moving, 
protective amulets were given a high polish 
and so as to swing with every movement 
of the horse. Thus, the first glance of the 
‘evil eye’ would naturally fall upon the 
brightly shining horse brass. 

As the ‘evil eye’ did most harm when 
the person envied was inglory or triumph, 
horse brasses were always worn on fair 
and show days, and still are, as can be 
seen on any Easter or Whit-Monday at 
parades and shows of heavy and com- 
mercial horses.

carrying eight stone twelve. (Astone is 
something like fourteen pounds, I believe). 
The Independence Cup was limited to 
Indian horses from Class Four, what- 
ever that is. It is probably one of a 
number of classifications based upon past 
performances from the standpoint of 
money and races won like they have in 
the West Indies. 

Anyway, even if it is the wrong one 
from my viewpoint, it is nice to see 
that there ‘is still a Native Dancer at 
the races. Iwish they would spring those 
headlines a little more casually though, 
for the sake of my nervous system.

UNWEARYING MULE 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: The following item 
appeared in ‘‘Berrow’s Worcester Jour- 
nal’ for December 21st, 1780.) 

**A correspondent has favoured us with 
an account of the run on Friday last by 
the Blue Coat Hounds of Offley. 

The dogs threw off early in the morn- 
ing in Bishop’s Wood near Offley, and 
almost immediately found a fox, After run- 
ning several rings he went by Chaddesley 
to Randon Wood and on to Holford Well 
near Bromsgrove, thence to Bentley and 
Goosal Wood beyond Hanbury Hill. From 
thence across the country over Broadway 
Hill to Morton in the Marsh - Norton - 
Spring Hills to Enstone Wood in Oxford- 
shire, where the staunch hounds seized 
on his brush, From the place where they 
found to that where they killed is more 
than 50 miles on a straight line, with the 
compass on the ground which he must have 
taken in the chase, could not be less than 
80 to 90 miles. There were more than 
forty horsemen present when the fox 
broke off, though only one whipper-in and 
Mr. Fly, with his unwearying mule, in at 
the death, Several horses died through 
excess of fatigue, but only one hound and 
a terrier was lost during the day.”
